ern Maryland was ever thought ^of 
as a railroad the two surveyors, Ma- 
son and Dixon, known all over Eng- 
land on account of their engineering 
ability, came to this country for the 
purpose of running an east and west 
line through the wilds of the eastern 
portion of the country.

Heated Bearings. 


Sometimes when a bearing becomes 


heated and requires oil it -will be found 
that the oil will not flow down in the oil 
hole. Either the hole Is clogged with, 
dirt or the beat may cause the air to 
rise and prei ent the oil from entering- 
\Vhere a wire cannot be used effective- 
ly the following rernecry, although it is 
not infallible, is almost sure to make 
the oil reach the bearing. 


Fill the hole with oil and quickly 


place the thumb over it to prevent the- 
air from escaping, and if the oil cup. 
does not leak the heated air inside will 
rise above the oil. and in two or three- 
minutes it will be forced into the bear- 
ing, even if it has to pass considerable 
dirt. 


When a bearing cannot be reached in 


this way arid when light oils. such, as 
kerosene, are ineffective, try placing a 
little mercury in the oil hole and allow 
it to remain a few minutes, then use 
oil.—World's Advance.
